The Child appears to-be luſty and ſtrong, 
and is, ſince its Birth, a very quiet Child. She 
told me, the firſt time the Child cried was in the 
Night, as ſhe lay in Bed, after a great Pain which 
| Forced her out of Bed, and gave her Apprehenſi- 
ons of her Labour being nearer than her Reckon- 
ing. And every time after, whenever the. Child 
cried, ſhe had violent Pains like thoſe. of La- 
'bour. From the very firſt time of its crying, 
the Child ſettled itſelf on the Mother's left Side, 
and ſhe never perceived it to ſtir in the leaſt, 
till its Birth approached, Scarce a Day in all the

As to the peeping of Chickens, in the Egg, 
about which Etmuller hath the ſame Doubt as of 
the Vaginus Uterinus. I have myſelf divers times 
heard that, both from Chickens and Ducks; and 
a Perſon more converſant in ſuch Matters than 
myſelt aſſures me, that a little before the hatch- 
ing, ſhe hath often, and can at any time cauſe 
fome Chickens and Ducklings to peep in the Egg. 
She faith, that ſometimes whole Neſts of Eggs 
will yield a Cry, ſometimes only ſome particular 
Eggs, but that ſuch Eggs as have once afforded 
a peeping, may be made to peep and cry at any 
time, by ſhaking that Egg, and putting the 
Voungling into a Diſorder.

FT Uman Blood, viewed in a Microſcope, is ſo 
T far from ſhewing any red Globules ſwimming 
in Serum, that immediately after its Emiſſion, it 
appears to be a Body of infinite Branches, run- 
ning in no certain Order, variouſly coloured, 
where it lies thickeſt over the Glaſs ; *tis of a 
dull red, when thin, inclining to yellow; but the ©

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| Top of 2 an Few- tree, in a Landskip, having i its 
ſuppoſed Branches of a red and yellow confuſedly 
intermixed. Not ſatisfied with this Appearance, 
though tried eleven different Ways, I viewed by 
dijucing one Third of Cruor in the Serum of the 
Mood, and laying. it on my Glaſs, I could ſee 
the red Branches, as before, and the tranſparent 
Liquor filled with Particles of great Variety of Fi- 
gures, which 1 took to be the Salts of the Blood, | 
but feweſt globular, and they were pellucid.

Dr. Holbrooke began with mild, emollient, and 
carminative Gliſters, and purged with Deco.

In the 
Interval of the Purges, the Doctor gave the Patient 
Atbiqps Mineral, with bitter alterative Decoc- | 
tions, made more carminative with Rad.

15 
right Kidney were hard, obſtruct ed, indurated, arid 


big, which very much compreſſed the P/oas and

very tender and ſoft, that it ſeemed to be almoſt 
rotten; the Gall-Bladder ' was extremely large 
and full, the bilious Liquor it contained being 
of a whitiſh, yellow Colour; between the Tu- 
nica 'Vaginalis and Albuginea of the left Teſti- 
cle, there was a large hydarical or watery Tumor, 


and upon the laſt named Coat of the fame Teſticle,

in two Ounces of Suc. Solani Batavict, 
Juice 4 7 Dutch Night- hade, expreſſed from the 
green Plant, and mixed with Cheeſe: As far as we 
could perceive, the Dog did not ſeem to receive 
any manifeſt Damage from it. 

The fame Doſe of the Juice of the Leaves of 
Cicuta, or Hemlock, had no greater Effe& upon 
him ; we alſo gave the ſame Dog a pretty large 
Root of Aconitum Paralianches, Wolf's-bane, 
together with the Leaves and Flowers of the 
fame Plant bruiſed, and mixed with F leſh, which 
did him no Hurt. 

Two Drams of Helleborus Albus, or white Hel- 
Wee, diſorder*d him very much, cauſing Reach- 
ings, Suffocations, Vomiting, and purging of 
Excrement ; this Dog (as afterwards we often ob- 
ſerved in others that had taken the like corroſive 
Medicines) whether b:cauſe he was not able to 
endure the Pain, or by reaſon of any other Un- 
eaſineſs, often ſcratched the Ground with his F cet;

ter 3 upon opening her Body, we-did not find the 
Blood much altered from its natural State. 4 
February 7, we injected into the crural Vein 
of a luſty ſtrong Dog, a Dram and a half of 
Opium, diſſolved in an Ounce and a half of 
Water; the Dog immmediately ſhewed the great 
Pain he endured by a violent Struggling of his 
whole Body. a loud Noiſe that he made notwith- 
ſtanding his Jaws were tied, a Difficulty of 
Breathing, and a Palpitation of the Heart, with.

upon ſuch Parcels of Sugar · candy, as is repreſent- 
ed by H. 3. and which is a Priſm. The Do-

After this Manner all our tunicated Tumors 


ſeem, to be formed; for, when an Obſtruction 
proceeds to Extravaſation, there is a Liquor 
poured out, which conſiſts of ſuch Particles, that 
by Degrees make a Colliquation of the glandu- 
lous Fleſh, which is not very ſenſible of Pain, 
and by Degrees the Cagſula becomes diſtended 
with a Matter of a very different Conſiſtence, 
which gives the Name to the Tumor, either 
Steatoma, Atberoma, or Meliceris. Thus pour Oil 
of Olives upon Spirit of Nitre, and your Oil 
firſt becomes a little hardened, then of the Co- 
lour and Conſiſtence of Marrow, till by Degrees 
it is hardened into a white Fat, reſembling that 
of Animals. The Poſſibility of this Colliqua- 
tion and Digeſtion, we may the more eaſily be 
induced to believe, if we conſider, how often we 
find the Glands of the Viſcera petrified, without 
any Degree of Pain, or the Membranes in any 
Meaſure deſtroyed ; the Truth of which, every 
one, converſant. with the Diſſection, of 'morbid

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PHE Dr. 1650 a young 1155 in 80 Bays 
tholomew's Hoſpital, in London, that died of 
a Palpitation of the Heart; its violent Beating, 
and prodigious ſubſultory Motion, for ſome 
Months before his Death, was not only eaſily felt 
by laying the Hand on the Region of the Heart, 
but ' viſible to the naked Eye, by the riſing and 
falling 'of the Bed-cloaths, that covered the Pa- 
tient; and what was very furpriſing, ſometimes 
the Trembling and Throbbing made ſuch a Noiſe 
in his Breaſt, as could plainly be heard at ſome 
Diſtance from his Bed- ſide; this was accompanied 
with frequent Deliquiums, ſometimes flow, ſome- 
times ſwift, and often intermitting. 

Fon Ferndlius i in his Pal bologia, Lib. 5. Cap. 
12. gives an Account of a very uficommon and 
ſurpriſing Caſe of — — where he ſays, the 
frequent Concuſſions of the Heart were ſo violent 
and ſtrong, as not only to laxate, but even to 
break ſome of the adjoining Ribs. Franciſcus de 
la Boe Sylvius has a parallel Obſervation in his 
Account of this Diſeaſe, Theodorus Kerkringius 
in his Spicilegium Anatomicum, Obſ. 16, gives an

A Mong, the ſeveral Accounts tranſmitted to 
1 the Royal Society of the Miſchiefs enſuing * 
the ſwallowing of divers ſorts. of Stones, there is 
no Caſe wherein the leſſer Stones of Fruit, as 
Sloes and Bullace in particular, have produced 
any dangerous Symptoms, eſpecially in the Sto- 
mach alone; the larger Stones of Prunes and 
Plumbs have produced, it is true, very fatal 
Effects; but many ſwallow the leſſer Stones of 
Sloes, Cherries, Sc. rather out of Choice, than 
with any Apprehenſions of Danger, ſuppoſing 
them uſeful in preventing a Surfeit from the 
Fruit; but the following Caſe: will ſhew the 
Danger even of theſe. The Man-Servant of a 
neighbouring Clergyman complained to Mr. Der- 
ham of exceſſive Pains in and about his Stomach, 
and that whatever he eat he could not retain it, 
but in a little Time threw it up again, by which 
means he was reduced to a very low and lan- 
guiſhing Condition, inſomuch, that his Life be- 
gan to be deſpaired of. Upon this, applying 
himſelf to ſome Practitioners in Phyſic, one of 
them plied him with ſtrong Vomits for eight 
Days together, with very little Signs of Succeſs; 
but ſome Time after, having Occaſion to ride 
ſomewhat more than ordinary, he found himſelf 
much pained in his Stomach, and fick, Which 
ending in violent vomiting and ſtraining, brought 
up the firſt Stones he ever perceived to come from 
him, about 20 in Number.

H E periſtaltic Motion of the Inteſtines is 
by all Anatomiſts ſuppoſed to be the proper 
Motion of thoſe cylindrical Tubes: The Uſe f 
this Motion is to propel the Chyle into the Vaſa _ 
Lacta, and to accelerate the groſſer Parts of the 
"Aliment downwards, in order to expel them, 
when all their nutritive Contents are extracted. 
This Motion, thus eſtabliſhed, it naturally ſeems 
to follow, that an Inverſion thereof (called for 
that Reaſon an anti-periſtaltic Motion) ſhould 
force the Aliment, Bile, pancreatic Juice, and 
laſtly, the Fæces to aſcend towards the Mouth: 
The Cauſe of this imaginary anti- vermicular Mo- 
tion, is aſſigned to a Stoppage of the Inteſtines, 
or to a conſiderable Length of it being entan- 
gled in the ſame Manner as the Fingers of a 
Glove are choaked by inverting the Glove in pul- 
ling it off; or like a Silk-Stocking, which, 
when it is not gartered, falls upon the Foot, and 
is in a manner ſtrangled, ſo that ſome Force is 
required to pull it up again.

This ſuppoſed, the anti- periſtaltic Hypotheſis - 
ſeems at firſt Sight very natural, and ſol ves moſt 
Difficulties ; for, if the vermicular Motion acce- 
lerates the Contents of the Inteſtines downwards, 
the Anti-vermicular, by the Law of Contraries, 
ſhould force them upwards towards the Mouth: 
Was this Hypotheſis as certain as it is generally 
received, Mr. St. Andre would not offer to ad-

Symptoms of this Diſeaſe with thoſe of the dif- 
ferent Kinds of Hernias, we ſhall find by the 
Analogy of the Parts, by Reaſon and by repeat- 
ed Experience, that the Chordapſus, ſo called by 
Celſus, is a Diſeaſe, by which the Inteſtines and 
Omentum, at other times the Pancreas, or Spleen, 
nay, even the Meſentery itſelf, are forced thro? _ 
the Diaphragm into the Thorax. All theſe ten- 
der Parts being ſtrongly compreſſed by the con- 
tinual Motion of this Muſcle, muſt, conſequent- 
ly, cauſe the ſame Accidents as in the Bubono- 
cele, or compleat Hernia, there being no Diffe- 
rence in theſe two Caſes ; but that the firſt is a 
Strangling of the Inteſtines by the Diaphragm, 
and the other, a Choaking of the Inteſtines by 
the abdominal Muſcles, as will appear from the 
following Inſtance. A Gentleman, . that had come * 
to London in perfect Health, drank a great deal 
of new bottled Oat-Ale, after ſome Pints of 
Wine; theſe Liquors fermented ſo violently — 
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his Stomach and Inteſtines, that he was ſeized 


with a violent Colic the ſame Night: In the 
eg an Apothecary was ſent for, who ad- 
mini a Glyſter, and drew ſome Ounces of 
Blood to relieve the Patient, who complained 
of a great Pain in his left Side, The Glyſters 


being repeated the following Night, as alſo the 


next Morning, and the Patient growing worſe, 
the Apothecary, without Order of any Phyſician, 
gave him a violent Vomit, which operated eight 
or nine Times : This added Fewel to the Fire, 
and the Patient having from that Time been in a 
"deſperate Condition, two eminent Phyficians were 
called, who ordered that the Glyſters ſhould be re- 
peated ; but they being all to no Purpoſe, Mr. 
St. Andre was ſent for about fix Hours before the 
Patient died ; who found him- complaining of a 
violent Pain in all the Region of the Abdomen, 
a frequeat Inclination to vomit, a great Difficul- 
ty of Breathing, together with a very flow Pulſe, 
and his Belly very hard, tho? not ſwelled, 

This laſt Indication made Mr. St. Andre 
conclude, that the Diſeaſe was a violent Con- 
traction of the abdominal Muſcles, which had 
overcome the Diaphragm, and that, probably, 
the Inteſtines might be forced into the Thorax: 
_ He was the more confirmed in this Opinion, from 
other Examples of the like Caſe ; which he 
ordered a Fomentation of hot Milk, adding to 
every Quart a Drachm of liquid Laudanum, 
which in theſe Diſorders gives great Relief; but 
before it could be got ready, the Patient expired 
in a violent Convulſion, 

Upon opening the Body, Mr. St. Andre found 
the abdominal Muſcles ſo much dontracted, that 
it was almoſt impoſſible to penetrate them with a 
ſharp Scalpel.

T is generally acknowledged, that the exact 
Obſervation of internal Diſeaſes, and the faith- 
ful Accounts of external Tumors and extraordinary 
Caſes in Surgery, have contributed very much to 
the Advancement of Phyſic. Hippocrates and 
Galen, and other antient Fathers of Medicine, 
have ſet us fair Copies of this ; and the Moderns, 
happily treading in their Footſteps, have given us 
ſeveral Inſtances of extrabrdinary Caſes in Phyſic 
and Surgery, and illuſtrated this Subject by ſeveral 
curious Obſervations and Reflections. f 


One Alexander Palmer, of the Pariſh of Keith, -

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"A very uncommon Thing,

ers are more expoſed to it than the Natives. 
The Armenians . are of all Nations leaſt ſubject 
to be infected, they eat but little Meat, and live 
chiefly on Onions, Leeks, and Garlic, and drink 


Wine plentifully z but to eat Pork in Time of 


the Plague is immediate Poiſon. Nothing is ſo 
apt to diſpoſe to the Infection as the Paſſions. of 
the Mind, eſpecially exceſſive Grief, and ſudden 
Fear: Venereal Patients are indifferently diſpo- 
ſed 'to the Contagion, yet their Bubo's ſuppura- 
ting, generally degenerate into Fiſtula's. Houſes 
kept clean and neat, are not ſo eaſily infected as 
thoſe that are not ſo.

It becomes bony, we know, in old Deers, whence 
the Bone in the Heart of a Deer: And ſome ſach

A Man about 70 Years of Age, was Ofober 19, 
1722, ſeized with a very violent Cholic, at- 
tended with Vomiting and a Strangury, without be- 
ing able to ſtand upright, by Reaſon of 'the exqui- 

te Agony he. was in; On the ſixth Day of his 
Ulneſs, after a total Suppreſſion of Urine, he com- 
plained of a painful Conſtriction about the Hypo- 
chondria, as if bound with Ropes, and afterwards of 
a troubleſome Weight in the Bladder, as if a large 
Turnep (for ſo he called it) was lodged therein. 
The Symptoms growing worſe. and worſe, the Pa- 
tient died on the 12th-Day of his Illneſs. Upon

Mr. Winterbottom, an Apothecary in Bow-Lane, 
immediately to prepare the Recipe, as preſcribed by 
Dr. Helvetius. hen this was ready, he ſent for 
a little of Dr. Eaton's Stiptic, and tried them both 
with Galls, before ſeveral Gentlemen; when the 
Tincture was the ſame, viz. a deep Purple. He 
then precipitated the Contents with Old Hock, and 
found the precipitated Matter to be the ſame 'in 
both. Dr. Sprengell, not contented with his own 
Enquiry, ſent ſeveral ſmall.

The Fa- 
ther readily agreed to it, having uſed ſeveral Me- 
dicines, without any Effect. Immediately Orders 
were given to cut a large Oven full of Turff, 
Pieces being about 18 Inches ſquare. T Turf 
itſelf was of Engliſb Graſs, and only the Swerd or 
Top of the Earth with the Graſs. Before the Turf was 
put into the Oven, the Doctor rubbed the grafly. 
Side of the Turf with ſome Spirit or Oil, (but ef 
what Sort the Doctor would give Mr. Dudley no 
Account) and then doubled the Graſs Sides together, 
and fo ſet them in. When they were well baked, 
which was in about two Hours, he took them out 
and made a Bed of them upon the Floor, (the Place 
for the Head raiſed) as ſoon as that was done, he 
ordered his Father to be taken out of his Bed with- 
out his Shirt, but wrapped up in a Sheet, and laid 
n the hot Turf, and then he proceeded to cover 
him over with the reſt of the Turf, more eſpecially 
on his Side where the Seat of his Pain was, but 
they laid none upon his Breaſt or Head; then they 
covered him with Blankets to keep the Heat in.

cured a common black Snake, not of the Viper

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On the laſt Day of June he took the 'Rattle-" 
Snake out to try whether if he bit himſelf it would 
not prove mortal to him. The Captain hanged 
him in ſuch a Manner, that he was not above half 
his Length on the Ground, and with two Needles 
at the End of a Stick, one to prick, and the other 
to ſcratch, irritated him ſo much, that he ſoon bit 
himſelf, after having ſeveral Times: attempred to 
bite the Stick: He then let him down, and he was 
quite dead in eight Minutes, or thereabouts ; but 
he is ſure it did not exceed 12 Minutes. 

A Gentleman upon cutting the Snake into five 
Pieces, gave them to a Hog, the Head Part firſt, 
in Sight of ſeveral People: The Hog eat up all 
the Snake, and ro or 12 Days aſterwards, the Cap- 
tain ſaw the Hog alive and healchful. 

This was no more than what the Captain had ob- 
ſerved before; but doubted they had miftaken ſome 
other Snake for a Rattle-Snake : For being at the 
Houſe of Mr. Charles Hart, he was ſhewn a Snake, 
which a Negro-Boy told him he had killed juſt bo- 
fore; it was in three Pieces, the Head of it bruiſed 
into the Ground: While the Captain was looking 
on, a Sow that had Pigs following her, came and 
cat it up very greedily. 

The Captain never heard ſhe was ſick for it, tho? 
ke enquired, and about 10 Days after, he ſaw her 
in very good Health, He has heard 50 Relations 
of the ſame Kind, and was informed, that thoſe 
Hogs which feed in the Marſhes, will run after iy 
common Sort of Water-Snakes, which are not 
ſonous, and will feed on them greedily. And in 
Maryland in Auguft 1717, he ſaw a Hog eat up the 
Head of a Rattle-Snake juſt cut off, and while it 
was gaſping very dreadfully, and he was told it was 
a common Thing, and it would do them no Harm. 

June Io, 1723. Mr. Thomas Cowper, who pr a- 
Aifes Phyſic at Charles-Town, ſent the Captain 
Word, that he had procured a fine Rattle- Snake, 
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which had been taken not above four Days, about 
three Foot and à half long, and that he deſigned to 
try, whether he could ſave ſome of the Dogs aſter 
the Snake ſhould bite them. He provided a large 
Quantity of Venice-Treacle, or Mithridate, (the 
Captain could not be poſitive which) and divided it 
into two Portions, each about two Ounces, to one 
of them he put a large Quantity of Diaphoretic 
Antmony. | N 
The firſt Dog which the Snake bit on the Inſide 
of the Thigh, died fo ſoon, viz. in about half a 
Minute, that they could not get the Potion (which 
was that without the Antimony) down his Throat 
ſoon enough to expect it could take Effect. 
_ Upwards of an Hour after, the ſecond Dog was 
bitten by the Snake, and had two Punctures, or 
Holes in the fleſhy Part of the Inſide of his left 
Fore-leg, which bled more than any the Captain 
had obſerved before: They immediately got down 
his Throat that Preparation with Antimony, he ſoon 
grew very fick, and ſtrove to vomit, but brou 
up very little, if any at all, he frothed at the 
Mouth, and bit at the Graſs, which he cham 
if he were mad, and indeed they were all afraid of

The Doctor was very much 
furpriſed, whence this Pus could proceed, ſince the 
Ulcer on the Cheek did not at all ſeem ſufficient to 
afford ſuch a Quantity: He ſuſpected (eſpecially on 
Account of the Stench) that the Source of this Mat- 
ter lay ſomewhere in the Head, within the Bones';

N {Aneurifin undoubtedly is' a Tamar wing 
from ſome Diſorder in an Artery; but what 
that Diſorder is, or whence it ariſes, ſccins not fo well 
agreed ; the Accounts which are given of it being 
widely different and uncertain, © The Name ſeems 
to imply that it is a Dilatation of the Veſſel, bur 
Galen deſcribes it to be a Tumor, Which ariſes not 
from any Dilatation or Relaxation of an arterial 
| Veſſel, and the Blood therein contained; but from 
an Extravaſation of the Blood from ſome Rupture 
of the Artery. Agreeable to this are the Opinions 
of all the reſt of the Ancients, as likewiſe of the 
Arabians, who borrowed moſt of what they have 
from them.

AN Aneuryſm is by all Authors defined to be a 

foft circumſcribed Tumor, in which there is a 
ſenſible Pulſation, contemporary with that of the 
Artery to which it adheres. As it is certain that 
any Tumor of what Kind ſoever, lying on, or ad- 
hering to any conſiderable Artery, muſt neceſſarily 
be moved by every Pulſation of ſuch Artery ; ſo 
Pulfation ' (unleſs underſtood in ſuch a manner as 
Dr. Nichoils ſhall hereafter explain) can no wiſe be 
admitted as the true Diagnoſtic, whereby to ſpecify 
the Difference between this kind of Tumor and any 
other. An Aneuriſm is found moſt commonly to 
ſucceed Falls, Vomitings, Labour-ftrains, and ſuch 
other Motions, or Indiſpoſitions of the Body, as by 
compreſling the large Branches of an Artery, any 
ways ſtop the progreſſive Motion of the Blood. It 
is Mwious, that as the Section of the Artery * 
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the Compreſſure, muſt in its natural State be ſome- 
times very incapable of containing at once the 
whole Quantity of Blood, which ought only to

Dr. Stewart accounts for theſe Symptoms from 
the Defe& of Bile within the Inteſtines, to ſtimu- 
late them to a due Contraction, whereby they 
might reſiſt the elaſtic Air, or might puſh the Food 0 
or Drink into the Lacteals, or expel their Con- 4 
tents. The depriving him of a due Recruit of 4 
Chyle, occaſioned his Want of Sleep, diminiſhed 
the Secretion of Urine, and prevented a Suppura- 
tion in the Wound, The Veſſels being emptied by 
the Excretions that were not compenſated by new 
Chyle, while the more acrid Particles of the Blood 
were carried off in the Secretion of Bile, without 
any of them returning to the Blood again; and 
therefore the Veſſels being neither ſtretched” nor ir- 
ritated, there could be no Fever, Since there was 
a conſtant Waſte of this Man's Liquors without 
any Supply from the Food, the Doctor concludes 
him to have died famiſhed.

ordered what he thought proper to promote it; but 
he was ſometime after informed by her Huſband, 
that tho! ſhe before believed that ſhe had miſcar- 
- ried, yet that ſhe now thought herſelf quick, at 
feeling ſomething to move within her Belly, agree- 
able to what ſhe had perceived after former Quick-- 
nings. Thus it paſſed on for about ſix or ſeven 
Weeks, in which Time ſhe grew much bigger, and 
the Motion became more perceptible ; ſo-that there 
remained no Doubt of her being with Child. A- 
bout the 2d of Q&ober, ſhe was ſeized with violent 
Pains in her Belly and Back, which increaſing dai- 
ly, her Siſter came to him on the 6th, when he 
went to her, and found her Ge under very 
great Pains, and other Complaints like thoſe pre- 
ceeding a Miſcarriage or Delivery. But to be bet- 
ter ſatisfied, and to confirm his Opinion, he paſſed 
up two Fingers into the Vagina, in order to exa- 
mine, whether the Os Tince began to dilate, He 
there felt an unuſual Fullneſs and Tenſion, which 
he then judged to be the Body of the Uterus ſunk low 
into the Vagina, and diſtending it much, and ex- 
tending backwards, and preſſing againſt the Rectum; 
ſo that the Fæces could not readily paſs, nor could 
ſhe from its Preſſure on the Neck of the Bladder, - 
freely make Water. Mr. Giffard could not find the 
Os Tince, tho? he very carefully examined all about 
with the Ends of his Fingers; wherefore he then 
judged, that the Fundus Uteri muſt have receded 
from its natural Poſition, and be bent backwards 
towards the Redtum, in which Opinion he was the 
more confirmed from the Fullneſs he before obſer- 
ved, ſtretching backwards; and therefore conclu- 
ded, that the Os Tince muſt be very forward, 
wherefore he endeavoured te paſs his Fingers be- 
tween the Os Pubis, and the Fullneſs which preſſed 
againſt the upper Edge of the ſaid Bone, This he 
effected with ſome Difficulty, and at length about

On the 20th her Huſband came to Mr. Giffard 
about fix of Clock in the Morning, telling him that 
the Midwife had brought away: a Futus, but could 
not compleat her Buſineſs ; whereupon he imme- 
diately went to the Midwife, who told him that a 
Fetus had come away thro* the Anus, and upon 
examining, he found the Funis Umbilicalis hanging 
out about two or three Inches beyond the Anus, 
and paſting up thro? the ſame : He therefore — 
his two Fore-Fingers by the String into the Anus, 
when about three Inches up he found an Opening, 


as he then judged, into the Uterus, wide enough to 


admit the Ends of three or four Fingers, and the 
Funis Umbilicalis paſſing into it; hence he was aſ- 
ſured that the Fius had come out that Way. With 
his Fingers paſt into the Opening, he endeavoured 
to bring away the Placenta, but as it was very rot- 
ten, it tore away between his Fingers, ſo that he 
was obliged to draw it out in ſmall Pieces, and at 
laſt to leave a large Part of it behind.

It is to be obſerved, that there was a Fullneſs 
and Hardneſs very perceptible, to be felt outward- 
ly in the Fore-part of the Belly, ſome Diſtance be- 
low the Navel, from the Time that the Fætus came 
away to her Death; which upon opening the Body, 
he was well afſured was the Uterus forced upwards 
and forwards by a Sacculus, which being large and 
diſtended, filled up the Pelvis, and by its Bulk, 
proton the Uterus forwards.

The Vagina, Uterus, Ligamenta Rotunda, left 
Ovarium, Tuba Fallopiana, and Ligamentum La- 
zum, on that Side, together with the hypogaſtric 
and ſpermatic Veſſels on the ſame Side, were in a 
natural State, We. traced the Tuba Fallopiana on 
the right Side from the Fundus Uteri, almoſt to the 
Morſus Diaboli, where it was confuſedly united with, 
and opened into the Sacculus, to be deſcribed anon. 
The Ovarium in this Side, with the Ligamentum 
Latum, was dilated into a large Sacculus of an ir- 
regular Form, extending itſelf behind the Uterns (to 
the poſterior Peices of which it adhered) and paſ- 
ſing towards the left, was connected with that Part 
of the Colon that terminates in the Reum, and 
with the Reum. In this Sacculus we found a great 
Part of the Placenta, and the Remains. of * 
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ted Membranes, beſides. the Aperture of the Tuba 
Fallopiana above-mentioned z and another about

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If the Laurel-Water be adminiſtred to the Wi

raic Veins are very mack diſtended with Blood. 
Theſe Veſſels are eaſily diftinguiſhed from the Ar- 
teries, not only by the thinneſs of their Coat, but 
alſo by the Colour which the Blood exhibits to the 
Eye.

the Elaſticity of the Blood veſſels in general; yet it 
is not to be doubted, but the Degree of their Strength 
and Elaſticity may differ a little more or leſs in A- 
nimals of different Species, and Individuals of the 
fame Species; nay even in the ſame Individual at 
different Stages of Life; but theſe Differences are 
not material to the preſent Purpoſe, which is only 
to ſnew, that the Nerves are not elaſtic, and that 
the Blood · veſſels are ſo to a very conſiderable Degree. 
The two firſt Experiments ſnew, that the Brain 
and Nerves contribute to muſcular Motion, and that 
to a very high Degree: The third Experiment makes 
it as plain, that what they contribute to muſcular Mo- 
tion cannot ariſe from, or be owing to Elaſticity, 
which they have not. What remains thefefore, but 
to conclude, that the Action of the Nerves in muſe 
cular Motion is owing to the Fluid they contain by 
whatever Name we may chuſe to call it. 
To fortify this Concluſion, let us conſider. that 


we can have no other Evidence of the Exiſtente of 


that inviſible Fluid the Air, and of its ſeveral Qua- 
lities of Elaſticity and Gravity, but what ariſes from 
Experiments and Obſervations of its Effects, which

are ſufficiently ſatisfactory, and convince us of its Ex- 
iſtence, tho* the minute Particles of its Compoſition 
fall under none of our Senſes. Therefore, in the 
ſame Manner, ſceing theſe Experiments put the 
Elafticity and elaſtic Vibrations of the Nerves quite 
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out of the Queſtion, the Doctor thinks we may as 


fairly conclude, that there is a Fluid in the Nerves, 
tho? inviſible; as there is ſuch. a A called — 


Air tho' it cannot be ſeen. 


The Doctor only adds, that tho” we. may a 


this nervous Fluid by any Name, to which a proper 
determined and fixed Idea is annexed ; yet he thinks 
the Word (Spirits) was an unhappy Choice, as 's 
includes an Idea either of ſomething like the 
rits of fermented Liquors, or ſome of the ſaline vo- 
latile Spirits, as that of Hartſhorn, Sc. or a flying 
Vapour or Exhalation: All which being looſe and 
undetermined, have ſerved only to miſlead the In- 
uiſitive, and amuſe the Ignorant. But the Source 
which this Fluid ariſeth, to wit, the circulating 
Blood ; the Veſſels thro! which it is ſecreted: the 
Nerves in which it moves and is contained; the 
ſoft and almoſt inſipid Taſte, and no Smell obſerva - 


ble in the Brain and Nerves, ſuggeſt no Idea of ſuch 


Spirits: And the ſimple Qualities of a pure and 
perfectly defecated elementary Water will better ſuit 
all that our Senſes can diſcover of it, and are indeed 
ſufficient to ſolve all the Phænomena of the animal

R. Cockburn obſerves that the Anatomy of the 
Guts alone informs us, that the immediate 
Cauſe of every Looſeneſs, whether ſymptomatic or 
eſſential, muſt either be a quicker Conveyance of 


the common Quantity of concocted Food, and _— 
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the Liquors that are commonly mixed with it in 
the Guts: Or the Cauſe of a Looſeneſß is a greater 
Secretion than ordinary of a watry Subſtance from 
the Blood into the Guts, and 
the Pancreas, and various other Glands. In 
which Caſes there muſt needs be a larger Diſcharge 
of liquid Excrements by Stool than uſual, or there 
muſt be a Looſeneſs. A Looſeneſs produced by the 
firſt of theſe Canſes, admits of great Variety; both 
on Account of the different Stimuli, and even the 
different Degrees of the Stimulus in each of them. 
The Stimulus, for inſtance, of indigeſted Food, 
Fruits, and the like, differs very much from that of 
Gall. The firſt Sort is confined to the-Stomach and 
Inteſtines; in which Caſe the Diſeaſe is often a 
Cure to itſelf : Whereas: the Stimulus of Gall is 
greater,. and the Cauſe is more permanent, and 
ſeldom carries off itſelf, The Degree of the Sti. 
mulus may be determined by ſome other concomi- 
tant Symptoms of Slime, Glair, Sc. But when 
the Stimulus is occaſioned by the Piles, an Ulcer, 
or a Stricture in the Guts, it is vaſtly more violent, 
and departs from the common Cure of a Looſeneſs z 
whereby Phyſicians are often ſubject to fatal Errors, 
and groſs Miſapplications of their Medicines. The 
watery Looſeneſs, produced by the other immediate 
Cauſe, is, indeed, deplorable 3 becauſe a Method 
of curing it, is not commonly known. It is not on- 
ly as a Principal, but it is a Second in the Beginning, 
at the End and in the intermediate Times of all o- 
ther Diſeaſes, and even in old Age, when Nature 
is ſubmitting to the Power of Death, when Phyſi- 
cians call it a colliquative Looſeneſs, becauſe ir 
ſeems to melt away the Fleſh of the Patients. Pe- 
trus Salius Diverſus, a moſt approved Phyſician, 
affirms in Lib. de Peſte, p. 188, 189, that it is vain 
for'a Phyſician to attempt the Cure of it. Carolus 
Piſo, who endeavours to explain it; and the moſt 
fagacious Lax. Riverius, after trying all the com»

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mon Methode, gives us no better Hopes of a

It is now manifeſt, why a Looſenefs, that in all 
_ outward Appearance is one and the ſame Thing, 
and promiſes to yield to the fame Remedy, is vaſtly 
different in the Manner of curing it. Our Expe- 
rience has contradicted our Belief; and the Remedy 
that has proved effeRual and ſufficient in one Cafe, 
has proved ineffectual and uſelefs on other Occaſions; 
on which Account Remedies are very liable to be 
miſapplied. N. 5 | bt Ra CD <4, 
To prevent this Misfortune, in a great Meaſure, 
for the future, Dr. Cockburs confiders the Medi- 
cines commonly made uſe of by Phy ficians for the 
Cure of a Looſeneſs; and how they may molt pro- 
perly be” adapted to that End : For, thus we may 
eive the particular Caſes wherein they are like 
to be uſeful, and when they are not like to be k 
any Uſe at all. Aſtringents, or binding Medicines, 
were the firſt employed for the Cure of a Looſe- 
neſs, as well as of every other Evacuation : But 
Hippocrates obſerving that a Looſeneſs was 'often 
the eafieſt cured, when it was attended with Vo- 
miting, vomiting Medicines were introduced” on 
that Account. On a like Conſideration, purgi 
Medicines were admitted by Celſus; becauſe he found 
the Purging the Cure of itſelf ; or that the Loofe- 
neſs went off by going to Stool for a few Days: Hut 
he adviſes the Phyſicians to take Care that the 
Looſeneſs does not run longer than ſeven Days, and 
that it is not attended with a Fever: For, in that 
Caſe the Looſeneſs is not critical and ſalutary, but 
ſymptomatical, and haſtens on the Ruin of the Pa- 
tient, All theſe Obſervations have not been found 
univerſally true in many other Countries: For, 
Cælius Aurelianus, a moſt accurate Obſerver of Di- 
ſeaſes; Rhazes and Avicenna, blame this free Uſe 
of Purging and Vomiting, and this may be juſtified 
by what ſhall be ſhewn anon. But now that we 
+ S + | a may 
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way apply this Artillery of Phyſicians againſt the 
two general Cauſes of all Looſeneſſes, the Doctor 
begins with the moſt antient of the mentioned Me- 
thods, which was practiſed by Prodicus Selymbrianus, 
whoſe School was adorned by the divine Hippocrates. 
Binding Medicines, , as the Doctor obſeryed, were 
employed for the Cure of every Evacuation, and ate 
{till the Refuge of Phyſicians, when all other Me- 
thods have been baffled, under their own Conduct 
and Direction; they tacitly have the Preference 
given to all other Medicines: Ipecacuanha, for In- 


"ſtance, is preferred to any other Vomit, and Rhu- 


barb to any other Purge; becauſe they are more 
aſtringent than any other of the Tribe. So far do 
Phyſicians extol the Power of Aſtringents, that many 
of them affirm, that any Looſeneſs may he repreſſed 
by them, if they did not think it unſeaſonable and 
improper. However it may ſtand with theſe 
Baaſters, it is very certain, that theſe Medicines only 
affect a Looſeneſs occaſioned. by a Stimulus; and 
if this be ſmall, the Looſeneſs may be cured by it: 
But if the Degree of the Stimulus be greater, the 
aſtringent Medicine is either not able to put a Stop 
to it, or it will torture the Patient with the Gripes 
if it do. It is on the ſame Account of a Stimulus, 


that a Vomit or a Purge is properly premiſed to o- 


ther Medicines, if it conſiſt with the Strength of the 
Patient: But after all, the Storchouſe of Phyſicians 
ſeems to be exhauſted in curing a Looſeneſs that 
proceeds from Indigeſtion, or Gall; but if the Sti- 
mulus be from the Piles, an Ulcer, or a Stricture in 
the Guts, Phyſicians are at a Loſs for want of a 


Remedy, and too frequently have Recourſe to the 


omnipotent Aſtringent, without any Succeſs : Here 
is a real Want, an Inability and Unſkilfulneſs in 
our Work, and leaves too much Room for miſap- 


plying Medicines. But if we turn theſe Engines of 


omiting, Purging and Binding, upon the other 


general Cauſe of a Looſeneſs, they either fall very 


ſhort,

"Phyfician.” The deſperate State of the watery 
 Loofeneſs was formerly mentioned from the Con- 

feſſion of Authors of the greateſt Knowledge and 
' Veracity ; and Phyſicians ſhall” forever find that 
Looſeneſs to become more violent, the more they 

Preis it with Aſtringents, Vomits, or purging Me- 
dicines,. The boaſted Omnipotency of putting a 
Stop to a Looſeneſs at Pleaſure, muſt ſerve another 
oi with the Patient; tho” it may not be able to 
put the defired Stop to his Purging, There is eyen 

a Singularity in the Cure of this Looſeneſs, Which 

the Doctor thinks has not hitherto been obſerycd : 

In every other Kind of Looſeneſs the Stools acquire 

à Conſiſtence, when they begin to be cured; but 

in the watery Looſeneſs, the Stools commonly lei- 

ſen in Quantity, tho' not in their Looſeneſs. The 

Doctor would fay ſomething of Opium, a Medicine 

oſten made uſe of for the Cure of every Kind of 
Looſeneſs, but as it neither acts as an Aſtringent, 

nor in a way obſerved by Phylicians, it muſt ſtill 
remain among other Deſiderata. GY

MIR. Ruſoworth, a. Surgeon of Northampton, in

reaching to the Bones, with a violent Fever upon 
hid, and a quick Pulſe 3 and that at firſt he check - 


ed the Mortification by deep Scarifications. and the

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- Beſides, it is worth obſerving, that Mr. Fobn 
Douglas, in a Letter to Mr, Ruſfworth,, dated Ju- 
ly 5, 1732, tells him, that he was called to a Fa- 
tient of 30 Years of Age, who had a Mortification 

in his Foot, from an internal Cauſe z/ and after Sca- 

rifications, and Alexipharmics, both internal and 
external, and the other uſual Remedies, had proved 
unſucceſsful; for ſometime, the Mortification ſpread- | 
ing daily, that at length by adminiſtring the Bark, 
which Serjeant Dickens and Mr. Cheſelden had both = 
adviſed him to try, the Mortification was immedi- | 
ately checked, the Fever abated, and in a little 
Time all the mortified Parts, as the Tendons, Li- 

X and all the Bones of the Foot, Metatarſus 
and Tarſus, ſuppurated ſpontaneouſly, and the Pa- 
tient recovered. All this Mr. Ru/oworth publiſhed 
in a ſmall Treatiſe in Exgliſb; of which Mr.Shipton 
has here given an Abſtract, with an Account of what 
he himſelf obſerved in the Uſe of the fame Remedy. 

Mr. Sbipton was called to viſit a Gentleman of 

50 Years of Age, who, from a too liberal Uſe of 

Wine, and a Cachexia ariſing from thence, had an 
Inflammation in his Foot, that turned into a Mor- 

tification of the Toes and Metatarſus: Tho' Alexi- 

pharmics, and other proper Remedies, both inter- 
nal and external, had for ſeveral Days been uſed; 

yet the Mortification ſpread every Day deeper and 

wider with a Fever, rather flow than any ways 

violent, and a ſpurious Diabetes, or a plentiſul Diſ- 

* charge of a more limpid Urine. For removing all 

| which; eſpecially ſince the increaſed Quantity of 

F Urine ſeems to require the aſtringent Qualities of 

the Bark. ; and fince both Mr. Ruy/pworth's and Mr. 

Amyand's Trials promiſed Succeſs, Mr. Shipton.pto- 

ed it to the Phyſicians. and * to which 

. they eaſily agreed, ſince they were fatisfied from ſe- 

; veral fruitleſs Trials, that Amputation would be ef 

no Service: But tho' two Scruples of the Bark were 

given every four Hours for ſome Nays together, yet 
ic 
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it ſeemed ineffectual in removing either the Dia- 
betes or Mortification; the former exhauſting the 
vital Moiſture, and the latter, by its ſpteadin 
ſtill farther, conſuming the Fleſh, the Patient died 
in about two Weeks Time. 

The Bark proved more ſucceſsful i in a Pativnt 
about 35 Years of Age, of a melancholic ſcorbutic 
Habit: For, drawing a Charge of Powder out 
of a Fowling- Piece, and unwarily clapping the 
Palm of his right Hand on the Muzzle, the Piece 
happened to go off; he received a Wound thro? the 
middle of his Palm, extending wide and deep, be- 
tween the Thumb and Fore- Finger, whereby the 
"Veſſels and Tendons were lacerated: The Hæmor- 
rhage being immediately ſtopped, his Hand was 
dreſſed: For ſome Days the Patient had a grievous 
Pain, with a large Swelling and Inflammation in 
all his Fingers except the Thumb, and all over 
his Hand and Arm; and nothing came out of the 
Wound but a large Quantity of Ichor, at firſt of a 
bloody, and afterwards of a duſkiſh- Colour, and 
ſomewhat feetid, and the Wound itſelf of a blackiſh 
Colour, ſpread farther every Day, and the Swel- 
Ting, Inflammation, and Pain were ſcarce dimi- 
-niſhed, tho” Recourſe was had to the uſual Reme- 
dies in ſuch Caſes. But on the eleventh Day there 
flowed ſpontaneouſly, at four ſeveral Times, in the 
Space of 24 Hours, ſome Ounces of Blood, which 
likewiſe twice ſtopped ſpontaneouſly, and was twice 
ſtanched by applying Sp. Terebintb. and compreſ- 
ſing the Hand: And now the Lips of the Wound 
plainly appeared mortified, and the actual Cautery 
ſeemed to be the laſt Reſort, both for ſtopping the 
Hæmorrhage, and the Progreſs of the Mortification, 
fince the one baffled Fomentations and Cataplaſms, 
and the other Bandages : But if the Cautery ſhould 
not ſucceed, Recourſe muſt be had to Amputation; 
which, how doubtful a Remedy in Bodies of ſuch 


Aa bit, is ſufficiently evident, from ä 
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and in order to put 'a Stop to both, he likewiſe 
thought proper to try the Bark, of whoſe Efficacy 
he had then heard a great deal: On the twelfth Day 
therefore, two Scruples of the Birk were giyen in 
the Morning, and repeated every four Hours: Next 
Morning after the Patient had taken half an Ounce 
of it, Mr. Shipton found the Pain very much a- 
bated, the Swelling of the Hand fallen, and a little 
Pus obſerved about the Lips of the Wound within 
the Bandage, and the Edges which the Day before 
were black with the Mortification, now ſeemed to 
begin to ſeparate.

MI. Shipton thinks that half that Quantity of the

have the "fame Efficacy in intermicting Fevers, 


where its chief Virtue appears, as the Bark itſelf. 
But ſhould any one from the firſt Hiſtory related by 
Mr, Rußbtoortb, (where be was afraid of admini- 
ſtring the Bark while the Fever was continual, and 
deferred the Uſe of it till it remitted) contend that 
there was a latent intermitting Fever in all the Caſes 
mentioned, and conſequently, that it was not ſur- 


priſing if the Bark ſhould ger the better of it: To | 


this it may be anſwered, that nothing of this Kind 
was obſerved 'in moſt, nay quite the contrary in 
ſome of the Patients, as pretty good Judges of ſuch 
Symptoms do teſtify : Bur in the laſt Hiſtory, where 
Mr. Sbipton himſelt was as attentive as poſſible to 
every Circumſtance, he cannot ſay that he obſerved 
any Thing of a latent or unuſual Fever of the con- 
tinent Kind, much leſs of the intermitting, nor 
any febrile Sediment in the Urine, nor unuſual 
Heat, Thirſt, or Rigour at a particular Time of 
the Day, nor any Drineſs or Blackneſs of the 
Tongue; and if we impartially confider the Mat- 
ter, we ſhall find that the Fever, whatever it was, 
was only ſymptomatical, which according to the 
Opinion of the Antients (nor even do the Mo- 
derns deny it, and the Thing is evident of itſelf) * 
could by no means be an intermitting Fever. And to 
ſhew, what principally regards this Argument, name- 
ly, that the Virtue of the Bark in checking a Mor- 
tification, is not from its removing any 2 
or latent Fever; Mr. Sbipton mentions a Treati 

of Mr. Bradley's, a Surgeon in London, in which 
he ſays,” that the Uſe of the Bark had the ſame 
happy Effect in a cacheRic and leuco-phlegmatic 
Woman, who by Accident receiving a large and 
tranſverſe Wound on the upper Part of the Leg, 


had on the third Day a violent Fever, with a quick

the Bark, ſne had a Relapſe, and upon her reſuming 


it, all the Symptoms abated, and the Patient reco- 
vered.

From this Hiſtory, as alſo from thoſe mentioned 


above, it appears, that not only the Bark may be 


adminiſtered with Safety, and ſometimes with Suc- 
ceſs, while the Fever continues, but likewiſe that 
this Kind of ſymptomarical Fever is not of the Ge- 
nus of the common putrid Fevers, which is there- 
fore by ſome medical Writers, referred to its own 
peculiar.

The Efficacy of the Bark in ſtopping Hæmor- 
rhages of the Noſe, Lungs, and other Parts of the 
Body is ſufficiently known, and Mr. Shipton thinks 
he may recommend it to Su from his own 
Experience, for ſtopping a Flux of Blood in exter- 
nal Wounds, when the Veſſels will not unite by

Deux Experience, and innumerable Obſervati- 

ons of practical Writers teſtify, that there is 
hardly any Cavity reſiding in the animal Body, in 
which Stones have not been ſometimes generated 
and found. But among all theſe, Stones generated in 
the Stomach, are deſervedly to be ranked a 
the more rare Kinds. I ſhall therefore take the L 
berty to add one Inſtance of this kind to thoſe 
which have been already advanced by others. Sir 
Robert - Hacket, of a ſtrong and healthy Conſtitu- 
tion (except that he was at Times troubled with the 
Gout, from a natural Diſpoſition, and frequent indul. 
ging himſelf in Wine, as is too often cuſtomary in the 
Iſland of Barbadoes, of which he was the Governor) 
being frequently troubled with the Heart · burn, often 
1 himſelf for Relief, to the Uſe of Crab's 
Eyes, or other ſuch earthy Abſorbents of Acids. 
But as theſe only gave a temporary Relief, he was 
under a Neceſſity of repeating them daily in large 
Doſes for many Years z but were at length attend 
ed with fatal Events, for the Heart - burn not only 
grew more intenſe, but was attended with a trouble- 
ſome Senſation of a Weight, as it were hangin 
under the Diaphragm, ſometimes accompanied wit 
Vomiting, and moſt ſevere nephritic Pains, till at 
length he expired miſerably tortured, in the Lear 
1694, aged 36. The Body being opened by two 
Surgeons, wich the Permiſſion of his Relations, they 
found ſeveral large Stones in the Stomach, the big- 
geſt of which was dranched out like Coral, in an 
extraordinary manner, as 1 in F. 3. 
Tab. II. Which Stone was ſiewed me by his Son 
William Hacket, when 1 reſided at Oxford'y and

N Nownber 1737, a — — aged TAs. 
other Reſpects healthy, had a Steatomatous Tu- 
mor lying looſe betwixt the Sartorius and Vuſtus in- 
ternus Muſcles of the right Thigh. This was re- 
moved by Extirpation, and the Patient cured in fix 
Weeks. He complained only of a flight Pain at 
Times in that Hip for near a Year after; but then 
fell into ſuch a Diſpoſition to ſleep, that no Com- 
pany or Diverſion, nor any Endeavours to the con · 
trary, could keep him awake after eight or nine 
o'Clock in the Evening. Continuing in this Way 
three or four Months, the Pain in his Hip grew 
worſe, for which he uſed the Cold-Bath, Fleſh» 
nal and * on — without Effect. 


Hereupon 
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Hereupon he aſked the Advice of Dr. Beaufort, 


who put him in a Courſe of the Athiops Mineral 

Cinnabar of Antimony, and Gum Gualacum, with 
Spa w- water, and purging with Calomel at Inter- 
vals; in which Method he continued a conſiderable 
Time without Relief. He then took 3j. of Sal C. C. 
in a Draught of warm Whey Night and Morning; 
but without any Effect, even by Perſpiration. Af. 
ter this he had a feveriſh Heat and Thirſt, with a 

quick, hard Pulſe every Night; and in September 
1739, he uſed: the Bath Waters internally and ex 
ternally, which inſtead of, relieving him, obliged 
him to deſiſt, and uſe cooling Medicines, Soon 
after this, by Degrees he loſt the Sight of his leſt 
Eye, the Bulb of which was much enlarged, and 
thruſt out of the Orbit. And in the mean Time, 
ſeveral ſmall Tumors appeared on different Parts. | 
fave or fix on his Head, two or three on his Back, 


| and one on his Neck, lying juſt under the Skin, 


and ſenſibly increaſing every Day, till they became 
of a conſiderable Siae. December 2, 1739, he re 
turned to Landon with an exceſſive Languor, "acute* 
Pain, and immobility of his right Hip, with Reſt- 
leſſneſs, Thirſt and Fever in the Night Time, his 
Pulſe being quick and hard. He now took the Ad- 
vice of Dr. Hariley, and Dr. Shaw, who preſcribed 
the Cinnabar of Antimony three Times a Day, to 
drink the Selters Water, and keep to a cooling Re- 
gimen, allowing a moderate of. Pill Marth 
every Night, which gave him ſome Sleep. The 
diſeaſed Joint was now ſtiff, and a large Cluſter 
more of the Tumors might be felt under the Glutei 


Muſcles, and: behind the Trochanter, the inguinal- 


Glands being alſo loaded with the ſame Matter. 
The Cinnabar was now changed for mercurial Un- 
ction, and this continued above a Month without 
any Benefit or viſible Effect. Sir Edward Hulſe be · 
ing called, directed the burnt Sponge, which was 
taken for ſome Time, till che Patient growing 
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worſe, and weaker, determined to to try Mr. Mard. 
and. hading no Effect from his ſweating and purg- 
ing Medicines taking two or three Times, he de- 
termined to leave Phyſic, being reduced extremely 
low, and to ſpend; the reſt of his Time as: eaſily-as, 
he could, by gradually encreaſing his Opiate; and 
thus he languiſhed incapable of ſtirring or helping 
himſelf till the 2d of May 1740. when he died. 

For a conſiderable Time before he died, he was 
nouriſhed by Fluids only, yet as ſoon as ever they 
were teceived into the Stomach, in however 


ſmall a Qyantity, they gave him an acute Pain at 


the Bottom of his Belly, juſt above the Pubis, For 
two Months or more before his Death, he could 
never make any Water while he was up, but al- 


ways made a good deal at different Times when in 


Bed. Soon "after his Return to London, I opened 
the Tumor I had taken out of his Thigh two Years 
before, and found the Infide of it oſſiſiet. 

Upon Diſſection, the firſt Thing that offered it- 
ſelf, was a large Tumor on the Sternum, which had 
been perceived about three Manths befote he died; 
it was as large as a Turkey's Egg, and ſo hard and 
immoveable, that I was in doubt whether it was 


upon or under the Bone. Upon removing the Skin, 


it appeared covered by the Expanſion of the Ten- 
dons of the intercoſtal Muſcles, and the Periofteum - 
This Coat being taken off it was of a ſuety Kind 


of Subſtance for about half an Inch deep, and be- 


low this was a kind of Cartilage, intermixed with a 
great many bony Particles. I then ſhaved off all 


this diſeaſed Body even with the Surface of the 


Sternum, but found no Bone, it being quite diffol-. 
ved and confounded with the Maſs of Matter that 
compoſed the Tumor, which was equally protube- 
rant within the Thorax, and compoſed of the ſame 
Materials. Part of the fifth and ſeventh Ribs were 
diſſolved in the ſame manner, into a kind of Sub- 
ſtance between Bone and Cartilage, with a Nen, 
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Coat of ſteatomatous Matter. Within the Cavity 
of the Thorax were 37 of theſe diſeaſed Bodies, 
moſt of them attached either to the Vertebræ or the 
Ribs; and where- ever they were attached, 'the'Cor- 
tex of the Bone was deſtroyed, and its internal cel- 
lular Part filled with the diſeaſed Matter. Imme- 
diately above the Diaphragm, was a large ſcirr hous 
Body, ly ing acroſs the Spine and the Aorta, the 
latter of which lay in a Sins formed in its lower 
Part; it had no Attachment to any other Part, and 
weighed 13 Ounces and a half, and from its Situa- 
tion I think, muſt have taken its Riſe from ſome. 
of the lymphatic Glands lying about the thoracic 
Duct. From the Origin of the Aorta from the 
Heart, quite up to the Baſis of the Cranium, all 
the Blood -veſſels were ſurrounded with theſe fcir- 
rhous Bodies, and the thyroid Gland was difeaſed in 
like manner, and bony within. On the left Side 
was another of theſe Bodies, made out of the Glan- 
dula Renalis, weighing nine Ounces three Quarters, 
On the right, the Glandula Renalis was in a natural. 
State, but the cellular Membrane which ſurrounds 
the Kidneys, was filled with a large Cluſter of theſe 
Bodies of different Sizes, ſome of them entirely 
ſuetty, others intermixed with bony Particles; three 
or four of them were attached to the Body of the 
Kidney, and theſe were a Sort of Cartilage beg in- 


ning io offify. The Pancreas was quite ſcirrhous, | 


and very large. One very large Tumor ſprung 
from the ſpongy Body of the third Vertebra of the 
Loins, the bony Texture of which was' fo "diffot. 
ved, and mixed with the Matter of the Tumor, 
that the Knife paſſed thro' it with great Eaſe, .

His coughing Fit continued near three Minutes. He 
revived upon bleeding at the Arm, and being put 
to Bed, recoyered his Senſes, and (as he ſaid) was 
perfectly eaſy and free from Pain, except upon coughs, 
ing which as often as he did, he ſpit Blood viſibly: 
arterial from it's florid Colour. About four Hours 
after the firſt Fit, he was taken with a ſecond, attend- 
ed with the ſame Symptoms as the firſt ; and expi- 
red in it. Upon examining the Blood which he 
brought up at his Death, 1 found, in Pieces of dif- 
ferent Sizes, near three Ounces of the Subſtance of 
the Lungs, not ulcerated, or any ways diſtempered : 
and 1 have Reaſon to believe there was near the 
ſame Quantity of the Lungs thrown,up during the 
firſt Fit of Coughing...

Ms. Burman a Taylad * this Town;' about 40. 
having from his Childhood a ſmall inguinal 
Rupture on- the right Side. It grew very large by 
a Blow he received about ſix Years before his Death, 
the Inteſtine in the mean time continuing prolapſed, 
as he wore no Truſs or the like to ſupport or keep 
it 25 The he Es be was at work 
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as uſual with his preſſing Iron, when on a Sudden, 
about 10 in the Morning, without any violent Jirk 
or Straining; he felt a very great Pain in his right 
Inguen, which increaſed ſo that in two or three 


Hours it threw him into Vomitings, cold Sweats, 


Sc. His Apothecary gave a Clyſter without any 
Relief. Being ſent for about eight in the Even- 
ing, I found him in cold Sweats, with ſcarce any 
Pulſe : The hernial Tumor was prodigious large and 
exceeding hard, the Pains extremely violent, cauſing 
exceſſive Languors. I immediately ordered him to 
be placed in a proper Poſture, a warm aromatic and 
emollient Fomentation to be applied, and a Redu- 
ction of the Inteſtine to be attempted; or if that 
did not ſucceed, that the Operation for the Bubo- 
nocele ſhould be performed. Upon viſiting him 
next Morning finding every Thing in a worſe State, 
I adviſed the Operation forth with, as the only poſſi- 
ble Means of ſaving him; but he was unwilling to 
admit it, as we were diffident of its Succeſs, fo that 
whilſt a freſh Fomentation was getting ready, the 
poor Man expired in Agonies. * 1 

About an Hour or two after we opened the Scrotum, 
which in ſo ſhort a Space of Time appeared all li- 


vid, and the Blood - veſſels were extreamly turgid 
and varicoſe. Upon cutting thro” the Teguments, 


Part of the Colon and ZNium thruſt out with great 
Force they were both prodigiouſly diſtended with 
Wind, highly inflamed, and in ſeveral Places very 
livid. That Part of the Guts commonly called 
Cæcun, was blown up into a kind of globular Fi- 
gure, as big as a Child's Head, It was remarka- 
ble whether in the original Confirmation, or by the 
vaſt Diſtenſion, I know not, that there was no Man- 
ner of Appearance of the Appendix Vermiformis to 
be found tho* we diligently examined: And further 
that the Cæcum was vaſtly thicker ſer with Glands, 
and they much larger, than I had ever ſeen before 
in any Subject. The Seamless of the 7inm and 
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Colon were {o immenſely, diſtended with Wind, that 


the valvular Corrugations in both/almoſt totally diſ- 


appeared. Let exactly at the Valvula Tulmii, alias 


Baubini, there was a very great Conſtriction of the 


inteſtinal Canal, as if tied ſtrongly with a Cord; 
and tho“ we opened the Colon about a Hand's breadth 
beyond the Valve, and let out the Hatus, we could 
not poſſibly preſs any Wind from the Ilium into the 
Colon thro' the Valve, I ſuſpected indurated Excre- 
ments, as an Obſtacle; but, on a careful Enquiry, 


only found the whole valvular Production, and tho 
Eu of the 1lium, at its Inſertion into the Colon, 


highly inflamed, and quite ſhutting up the Paſſage. 
On dilating the Rings of the — tranſverſe 
Muſcles, the Wind rumbled up out of the Lium in- 
to the Cavity of the Belly very — Wie found 
pretty much bloody Sanies in the Guts, on ſlitting 


them open, but little or no indurated Faces: A 


manifeſt Proof, that the exceeding Hardneſs of the 
Tumor was owing only to the exceſſive Flatulence, 
and great Inflammation; and ſhews how much we 
may be deceived in our Conjecture on like Occafions. 
The Tumor of the Scrotum was 28 Inches round. 
I was much ſurprized to find no Adheſion. of the 
Inteſtines to the containing Parts, tho? he had ng. 
laboured under the Hernia. 

This unhappy Caſe gave me a — RefileRion, 
and I cannot but think the Malady-was much in- 
creaſed by the repeated Application of the hot Fo- 
mentations z as it rarefied the Air greatly, and by re · 
laxing the Parts gave further Room to the vaſt Ex- 
panſion.

Mr. Baker had ſoon occaſion 
to try the Jelly, and to his Joy, found the In- 
flammation and Swelling entirely vaniſu in two or 
three Hours, and he was as well as if nothing had 
ailed him; | From that Time for twelve ears paſt, 
the Medicine never failed him once, in removi 
the Diſorder within a few Hours; till of — 
ing Cold, and being ſeized with an Inflammation 
in his Throat, attended with Soreneſs and throb- 
bing Pain; in which Caſe he took the Jelly for ſe- 
veral Days without Succeſs, the Diſorder increa- 
ſing till he was ſcarce able to ſwallow, juſt as it 
uſed to be before he knew this Medicine.

Civility than Hopes of Suc- 
ceſs, at a Time when every Moment he expected 
and wiſhed-it.to break, After ſitting an Hour by 
the Fire · ſide, he perceived a diſagreeable putrid 
Smell, which he to proceed from his own 
Perſpiration, now increaſed almoſt into a Sweat. 
At the ſame. Time fancying his Throat a little ea, 
ier, he took ſome more of the Jelly, which he 
began with about ſix o' Clock in the Evening. At 
Supper, he with ſome Difficulty, got down a little 
Gruel, and drank Lindſeed-Tea, ſweetened with 
Sytup of Mulberries, going to Bed. He ſoon got 
a Sleep, and waking after ſome Hours, found him- 
ſelf in a gentle breathing Sweat of the ſame putrid 
Smell ; but perceived the Swelling and Soreneſs of 
his Throat ſenſibly diminiſhed z he therefore took 
.a Mouthful of the Jelly that ſtood by the Bed-ſide, 
and compoſed himſelf to Sleep again, A gentle 
Svrrat continued the whole Night, and in the Mor- 
ning the Swelling was quite reduced, and the Sore - 
neſs ſo inconſiderable, that about ten O'Clock he 
eat Toaſt and Chocolate, and by Dinner- time had 
no more remains of the Diſorder, than if it had 
never happened.

His Hands and Feet were vaſt- 
ly ſwoln, as in an Elephantia/is, with horrid Fiſ- 
ſures, from whence iſſued a very ſtinking ichoroſe 
Matter.' T was quite confounded at this dreadful 
Face of Things, and ſeriouſly bethought me what 
farther Method could be taken againſt ſo terrible an 


Enemy. I had Recourſe to a warm emollient Bath, 


in which his whole Body. was immerged ; after 
which he was well anointed- with a ſtrong, mercu- 
rial Ointment.

Moreover, abundance of Ulcers, from 
whence flowed great Quantities of greaſy, purulent, 
and ſomewhat bloody Matter, were broke out in 
his Thighs and Buttocks. A very large Tumor 
was alſo riſen in his right Breaſt, and ſoon after on 
the left, voiding prodigious Quantities of the ſame 
kind of Matter. It was obſervable, that wherever 
any of theſe Ulcers appeared, they ran only under 
the Skin, being entirely ſeated in, and feeding on 
the Membrana Adipoſa; ſo that the Muſcles and 
Tendons underneath, appeared as fair and florid as 
in the moſt healthy Conſtitution. I no unfortu- 
nately found tho? too late, there was nothing to be | 
done by Mercury in any Form; and therefore de- 
termined to run it off, and try the Guaicum Method 
and ſweating, ſo much recommended of old (and 
in ſome Caſes ſo juſtly) by Sir Mric Hutton, and 
others, at the ſame Time keeping up à maſt plen- 
tiful Dilution, attempting withal to detach the ſcaly 
Cuticle, by continued emollient Baths, which at the 
ſame Time alſo, would partly act by Dilution. By 
this means the Scales came off apace, juſt in the 
manner uſual in the. confluent Small- pox, only the 
Exuvie were here much larger, ſevetal being above 
four or fiye Inches over.

The Symptoms vary according to the Quan- 
tity given, which may be ſo managed, as either to 
kill in a few Hours, Days, Months, or even 
Vears. A great Doſe. cauſes a violent Cholera, or 
Vomiting; and Purging, firſt of Excrements, then 
of Humours, and laſtly of Blood, followed with 
fainting Fits, Sweats, and even Death in ſix or ſe- 
ven Hours. The Negroes turn white with it, If 
the Doſe is but ſmall, the Perſon loſes his Appe- 
tite, feels Pains. io hid Head, Arms and Limbs, a 
Wearineſs all over, Soreneſs in his Breaſt, and Di- 
fficulty of Breathing, till at laſt he dies Janguiſhing 
as one in a Conſumption. ' I am certain the Spa- 
niards know this Poiſon, and have ſeen ſevetal Buc- 
caneers die of it, given them by Spaniſd Women 
I am alſo perſuaded; that it is the ſame Poiſon uſed 
in Spain and Italy.

Dr. Mikward obſerves; that the ſenfible Plant has 
been taken Notice of as a Counter · poiſon by Sir Hans 
Sloane (Nat. Hiſt. of Jamaica, Vol. II. 9. 57.) from 
Piſe, who ſays, that the Root of this Shrub is an An- 
tidote againſt the Plant itſelf, which is very poiſon- 
ous, and kills by Degrees, making the unhappy Suf- 
ferers cachetical, ſhort-winded, and melancholy, till 
they die.

T'N the Month of January, 1729, Daniel Geddard, 
a Gardener, about; the Age of 24 Years, at 
Mech in the Ile of Ely, Cambridgeſbire, happened 
of a flight Puncture from a ruſty Nail in che Sole 


of his right Foot. And, notwithſtanding there was 


not wounded any Neude or Blood-Veſſel, except 
ſome ſmall Branches of Veins, the whole Foot was 
immediately ſwelled to a very unuſual Degree, with- 


out any Fever, or other apparent Cauſe for it. It 
Was alſo attended with great Pain, and an extraordi- 


nary Pulſation upon the Part, as in the Wounds of 
Arteries ; and ſo diſtended as if the Blood would burſt 
out of its Veſſels.

This habitual Hæmorrhage left the Inteſtines and 
broke thro” the Kidneys for feven Days at the uſu- 
al Seaſons. But in December 1735, he had the dif- 
tinct Small-Pox, which made ſuch a Change, that 
he had none of this periodical Hzmorrhage, nor 
any Evacuation equivalent for the two Seaſons of 
e Year 1736, *rill in December following, it re- 
turned by the urinary Paſſages for three Days only.
